whole is then gltud together to mako a 
solid block. Out of ibis block the designer 
shapes a model of one half of the hull of 
the ship. 
He gives this block the exact 
shape the future ship Is to absume when 
seen from the side. Only a half model is 
made, as the two sides of the ship will be 
simply duplicates of the model, 
Everything depends upon the skill of 
the designs. The ships speed, capacity, 
j draught, and safety depend upon the shape 
he gives this wooden model. Men are not 
taught to make models ; the good design- 
I t r is b rn, not made. The imagination 
that can see the future ship lo the block on 
wood the sure eye that can draw the ex­ 
quisite lines of bow and stern, the delicate 
hand that can realize these lines of beau­ 
ty, come not by observation. They are 
gifts. 
The architect making plans of houses 
sod temples bas comparatively an easy 
task. The drawing gives a clear idea of 
the appearance of the future building, and 
bis work is perfectly plain and simple. 
The marine architect must combine science 
with beauty of f >rm, or, rather, his science 
roust be expressed in a beautiful form. 
The model must be an exact copy of the 
ship In little. Ile must be able to 
out bow deep the ship will sink la the wa­ 
ter, how the bows will part the water in 
front, how the displaced waler may sweep 
past the bides and under the stern. The 
model must show how dcc*p the screw will 
be submerged, how tar the ship may heil 
over under the i flu- nee of her sails or the 
waves in salety, aud how she will be up- 
b »rne from moment to moment on the ever* 
shifting waves. His art is the careful ad­ 
justment ot forces one against the other, 
the weight against the flotation or buoy­ 
ancy, the resistance of the water against 
tLe power of her screw and engines, the 
force of the waves and wind against her 
own stability. The finished model is full 
of grace and bsau’y ; but it comes not 
from the mere blending of sweeping curves 
and swelling linos, but from the balance ot 
these force*. It is beautiful because the 
repose ol forces in equilibrium is always 
beautiful. Certainly, if the architect is 
called an artist, the model maker is fully 
his equal.
